‘‘(V) the name of the chemical7

substance or mixture for which the8

notice is required;9

‘‘(VI) the expected date of ex-10

port;11

‘‘(VII) information relating to12

the foreseen uses of the chemical sub-13

stance or mixture, if known, in the14

importing foreign state;15

‘‘(VIII) information on pre-16

cautionary measures to reduce expo-17

sure to, and emission of, the chemical18

substance or mixture;19

‘‘(IX) information relating to the20

concentration of the chemical sub-21

stance or mixture; and22

‘‘(X) any other information that23

the Administrator determines, in a24

general order published in the Federal25
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Register, is required by Annex V of1

the PIC Convention to be included in2

such a notice.3

under paragraph (4)(C) as being listed on13

Annex III of the PIC Convention; or14

TICES.—An exporter required to provide a no-18

tice under subparagraph (A) shall maintain a19

copy of the notice and other documents used to20

generate the notice and have it readily available21

for a period of no less than 3 years beginning22

on the date on which the notice is provided.23

‘‘(ii) NONIDENTIFIED DESIGNATED10

NATIONAL AUTHORITY.—In a case in11

which a designated national authority has12

not been identified, the Administrator shall13

provide the notice of intent to export to14

any other appropriate official of the im-15

porting foreign state, as identified by the16

Administrator.17

‘‘(C) NOTICE TO PUBLIC.—18

‘‘(i) IN GENERAL.—The Adminis-19

trator, with the concurrence of the Sec-20

retary of State, shall issue a notice to in-21

form the public of—22

‘‘(I) any chemical substance or23

mixture that is listed on Annex III to24

the PIC Convention; and25
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‘‘(II) any condition or restriction1

of an importing foreign state that is2

applicable to the import, in accord-3

ance with the PIC Convention, of the4

chemical substance or mixture.5

tion prohibited by section 5 or 6, or title IV or V21

(or a rule or order issued under any of those sec-22

tions or titles);’’;23

striking the comma at the end and inserting a2

semicolon; and3

(C) in subparagraph (D)—4

(i) by striking ‘‘title IV manufac-5

tured’’ and inserting ‘‘title IV or V manu-6

factured’’; and7

(ii) by striking ‘‘section 5, 6, or title8

IV’’ each place it appears and inserting9

‘‘section 5 or 6, or title IV or V’’; and10

(2) in the first sentence of subsection (b), by in-11

serting ‘‘or V’’ after ‘‘title IV’’.12

(e) Section 18(a)(2) of the Toxic Substances Control13

Act (15 U.S.C. 2617(a)(2)) is amended—14

(1) in subparagraph (A), by striking ‘‘and’’ at15

the end;16

(2) in subparagraph (B), by striking the period17

at the end and inserting ‘‘; and’’; and18

(3) by adding at the end the following:19

‘‘(C) no State or political subdivision may es-20

tablish or continue in effect any requirement that is21

applicable to a POPs chemical substance or mixture22

or LRTAP POPs chemical substance or mixture (as23

defined in title V) for which a listing under Annex24

A or B of the POPs Convention or Annex I or II25
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of the LRTAP POPs Protocol has entered into force1

for the United States (except as permitted in section2
